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Field Marshal Oyama Reports Gen. Kuroki Is in 
Close Touch With The Béaten Army Near 
Mines at That Place. 
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MUKDEN NOT TO BE GIVEN 
‘ UP SAY THE RUSSIANS 
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St. Petersburg Advices Say Kuropatkin Is Con- 
ducting an Orderly Retreat and Isn't in 
Danger of Envelopment by Enemy. 


TOKIO, Sept. 6, 8 p. m.—An extended report from Field Marshal Oyama, the Japa- 
hese commander-in-chief in‘ the ficld, was received in Tokio today and made public 
tonight. It is ry devoted to a review of the fighting which took place between Aug. 
$4 and Sept. : 

The announcement that the Russians will retain posseggion of the Yentai collieries 
indicates a strong possibility of a battle there. Yentai is the only colliery in northern 
Manchuria and its possession is of vital importance to the Russians in connection 
With the operation of the railroads. 

Field Marshal Oyama reports that a portion of the Russian troops hold Ying- 
@biuissu, south of Yentai, and that Gen. Kuroki’s right is in close touch with the 
Russians. 

Gen. Kuroki encountered desperate opposition in the battle on the heights to the 
west of Uciyingtai, where he fought continuously and fiercely for four days before he 
gucceeded in dislodging the Russians. 

_ Ft is manifest that the stubbornness of the Russian defense at Heigingtai saved 
the Russian line of retreat and averted an overwhelming disaster. 

At the time the dispatch was written Gens. Oku and Nodzu had balted on the south 
bank of the Taitse river, but Marshal Oyama said he would send some of their troops 
to occupy elevations on th north. Later news report indicates he threw his entire 


y across the river. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 6, 5 p. m.—Apparently the war office is not greatly 
disturbed by fear that Field Marshal Oyama wil! cut off Gen. Kuropatkin’s army be- 
fore he reaches Mukden. 

According to tne latest advices, the Russian retreat is being effected in good order.

The news from the front. indicates that Omaya, having failed to surround Kuro- 
‘patkin at Liaoyang, is pressing Kuropatkin’s rear with all the power of his tired 
troops, while hurrying forward two divisions (about 30,000 troops), which crossed 
the Taitse river at Bensihu, 30 miles northeast of Liaoyang, due east of Yentai Sta- 
tion, in the hope of cutting the Russian line of retreat below Mukden. 

This column may consist of fresh troops in light marching order. The Bensihu 
‘Foad joins the main road from Yentai where the latter is intersected by the Hun 
‘ river, three miles below Mukden. Once this point is passed, Kuropatkin’s army will 
have the Hun river between it and Oyama. 

The only uneasiness is due to the possibility that the Japanese light draft gun- 
Boats, which, according to reports, are coming up from New-Cowang, might suddenly 
make their appearance, the river being navigable to this point.

In pursuance of this decision Judge 
Graves ordered an attachment issued for 
Orchard, but the latter will not be arrest- 
ed, merely notified by the sheriff that he 
is wanted at Jefferson City Dec. 19. 

In making a plea for continuance Mr. 
Jourdan declared that he was informed, 
by whom he did-not say, over the long dis- 
¢ance telephone Friday night that Senator 
Orcahréd had left for Arkansas to look 
after some business affairs.

cident, in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, makes the following facts 


evident: 


That approaching this crossing at reckless speed and tak 
ing chances on getting the car safely over while trains were | 


passing, had become a habit with many Suburban car crews, 


That the Wabash Railway Co. disregarded the plain provis- |

ions of egection 1748 of the city ordinances, which provides 


that gates at grade crossings shall not only be erected, tit | 

and that, having failed to comply with section 1748, by | 
using the gates as therein specified, the company further dis- 
regarded section 1752, which provides that the speed of trains 
over crossings shall not exceed six miles an hour, unless the 
provisions of section 1748 are carried out. 

That the division of responsibility, through the employment 
of two watchmen, one of whom relied upon the other at. the 
critical moment, was a confusimg element. The car approached 
on the south side, and it was the duty of the flagman on tbat 
side to stop its passage across the tracks. Instead of doing 
so. he says, lie did not use his flag, because the conductor could 
see the train approaching, and that the gateman, who vas 
located on the north side of the track, told the conductor to go 
ahea. The fact is, the habit of 
taking chances had demoralized these men, and neither they 
nor the car crew appear to have realized the gravity of the

There was also a 
pawn ticket showing he had pawned a 
watch In Chicago for %.3). He was about 
SS years old; weighed 18 pounds, and was 
about 6 feet tall. He had a sandy ingus- 
tache and was of light complexion. 


Immediately upon the report of the mur- 
der officers were sent to the vicinity to 
investigate, although the murder occurred 
outside the city of East St. Louis. While 
searching the neighborhood, a shot was 
heard. Patrolmen Garrison and Logan, 
who were standing near the Black Bridge, 
just within the city, rushed across and 
found the negro lying in the weeds. They 
declare that while they were stooping over 
the body a second shot was fired that 
whistled over their heads. 

The officers also say they recognized the 
body as that of George Green, a negro 
Dutcher, who is out on the strike, having 
been formerly employed at Swift & Co.'s 
plant. 

When the report of this murder was tele- 
phoned the police department a number of 
detectives were sent to the vicinity. Sheriff 
Thompson, Detective Pashell of the sher- 
iff'a office and several deputies are also 
investigating.

| TALK LIKE A MAN

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—A. B. Woods, 
ornithologist of the Smithsonian institute, 
is back in Washington, after an ab- 
sence of several weeks, and, in conse- 
quence Jack, Mr. Woods’ pet crow and 
champion talking bird of the district, is in 


jubilation. 

Jack spent the period of his master’s ab- 
sence with a family in the northeastern 
part of the city, but he had not received 
any advances of friendship made to him, 
indulged in few remarks, and, in fact, 
sulked all the time. As soon as he heard 
Mr. Woods’ voice at the door of the house, 
however, Jack’s demeanor became meta- 
morphosed. His drooping feathers became 
erect, his black eyes glistened and he 
sprang to the bars of his cage and mani- 
fested every sign of intense excitement. 

“Hello. Jack! Hullo. Woods! hullo! hullo! 
hullo! ha! ha! ha!’ were his exclamationa 
as he danced around the cage in an ec- 
stacy of enjoyment. At sight of his master 
Jack's gladness knew no bounds. Mr. 
Woods had to take him out of his cage. 

“Tl wouldn't sell that bir,’ exclaimed

Jack is a paragon among crows. He 
shares his master’s faculty of being able 
to imitate the cries of all other birds in the 
vicinity of the district. To hear Mr. Woods 
reproduce the calis of chickens, turkeys, 
sparrows, whippoorwills, robins and others 
and hear Jack do the same, and to hear 
the bird whose natural cries are thus mfm- 
icked respond to both deceivers is remark- 
able. This faculty in the man is more re- 
markable than it is in the crow, the throat 
of which. like those of parrots and other 
talking birds, ie adapted by nature for this 
purpose. Mr. Woods will tell you that he 
first began to exercise this power of imi- 
tating the calls of birds when he was a 
boy on a farm.

“Of course.”’ he continued, “any method 
for the interchange of thought or feeling 
is a language; but the birds have a ayste. 
matized series of sounds which convey 
definite ideas. They have their mating or 
love language, an elegant gamut of 
sounds, each of which 
presses ideas of endearment.

Beautiful Painting by Theodore J. 
Richardson Are Displayed in 
Alaska Building. 


WORKS WHEN DEATH IS NEAR 


Products of Brush Resulting From 
Hazardous Exposure Are Ad- 
mired by Thousands. 


Alaska’s icebergs make cool the art 
rooms of the Alaska building at the 
World's Fair. Even when south winds 
blow heat into the building it is repelled 
by the representations of the groat ice 
peaks of the northwest, and those who sit 
within the room given over to the Alaska 
paintings are wont to say, “How cool it is 
in here.’’ 

At the cost of much comfort, and often 
at the risk of his life, those pictures were 
painted by Theodore J. Richardson, the 
American artist who has made a special 
study of icebergs. For 2% years he has 
made visits to the frozen country until-he 
knows every light of the iceberg in twi- 
light, starlight and midnight sun. 3 

He has lived with icebergs for neighbors 
and has associated with them until he 
knows all about their neighborhood quar- 
rels that cause almost chaos when they 
come to actual strife. 

For two seasons he camped at Muir Gla- 
cler and lived in the camp that was built 
for Prof. Muir, the scientist. It was sit- 
vated on lateral moraines among great 
boulders wrenched from the mountain side 
in time of tumult. The great ice wail. 250 
feet high and. over a miile long, rested on 
the waters of the bay and marked the head 
of navigation. 

All the scenery was of ice composition. 
Ice fields made the lowlands, ice the moun- 
tain peaks. Mr. Richardson calls it one of 
the most desolate places on the earth. 

He had to work against cold and wind 
and rain. A little tent which he had to 
move about from place to place and an- 
chor with rocks was his only protection 
while painting. Once he had just time to 
gather &: his outfit and retreat to a high- 
er level before his home was sovered by 
10 feet of water brought by a tidal wave. 

Mr. Richardson made studies of stranded 
ice at early morning on the beach, tried to 
catch the color of bergs floating out in the 
mist and fog and paint the effects of the 
lasf rays of the sun at evening. 

One afternoon a continual rumbling 
warned him that some great force was at 
work. Large masses of ice were detached 
and for a quarter of a mile the ice wall 
was crumbling. An fmmense pinnacle 250 
feet high, by means of some great subter- 
ranean force, was pushed out WO feet from 
the front. Then it adually lifted up 
above the ice wall feet above the 
water. Slowly it toppled over and rammed 
another immense berg. Then the two 
fought for supremacy. In a little while 
they sank from view deep in the cold 
water. Again they reappeared, leapirg ae 
into the air, sending the spray hundreds 
of feet in all directions. After a minute 
or two they lay crushed and fallen on the 
waters, then. floated down the bay.

GOOD PRICES ARE 
PROMISED FARMERS 


Corn Crop Estimates Exceed Last 
Year’s, But Wheat Reports In- 
dicate a Shortage. 


NO ESTIMATE ON COTTON 
Xe 
Figures Shown on Visible Supply, But 
Government Experts Are Unwill- 
ing to Aid Speculators. 


Special to the Post-Dispatct. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. *.—As the time 
approaches for making final estimates on 
the harvest, one fact stands pre-eminent. 
This is that the corn yield will be some- 
what larger than Iast year, whiie the 
wheat yield will be considerably smalier. 

Reports tothe department of agriculture, 
as well as that best barometer of all, the 
market, indicate that it will be a-good year 
for the farmer who has good crops. if 
he has an average crogg his bank account 
will be great, for it is accepted that his 
neighbors will not have an average crop. 


The income per acre will be more. 
If all the prophecies as to a comparative 


small wheat crop are realized the rail- 
roads wiil suffer, as that is the great ex- 


port crop. 
A larger percentage of the corn pro- 
duced in this country is consumed at home 
than that of wheat. urope has not yet 
learned the food value of Indian corn as 
thoroughly as have Americans. 
The proposition that the corn crop, be- 
cause a smaller percentage of it is ex- 
ted than of wheat, will not be as good 
or the rallroads as wheat, may strike 
the managers of railroads as unsound for 
the reason that corn is a crop which de- 
mands many comparatively short hauls, 
and they are always profitable because as 
a rule they are in non-competing terri- 
tories—non-competing im two senses of the 
word. There ts no competition in trans- 
portation and none in the market for the 
cereal. Local conditions govern in both 
instances. 


Lower Estimate 
on Winter Wheat. 


The Department of Agriculture has al- 
ready made an estimate on the winter 
wheat crom It is 333,400,000 bushels. Last 
year the  productio of winter wheat 
amounted to 399,867,250, and the sprin 
wheat crop to 237,954,585, ——- a gran 
total of 68/,821,83%. The value of this crop 
on the December following, farm price, 
was estimated to be $443,024,826. 

It is notorious that the estimates of the 
crop as made by the department are rather 
under than over the actual vield. It ap- 
pears to be the desire of the figure-makers 
to underestimate rather than to overesti- 
mate the probable yield. They would rath- 
er the farmer got more than -his crop 
is really worth than less. 

Accepting the estimate of the depart- 
ment on’ the winter yield, fair ¢stimate 
of the total crop would fall to about M5.,- 
000,000. But those who have been following 
the estimates/of the department have fig- 
ured that it Is always well to make a gen- 
erous addition to the figures they piace 
above their signatures. This is true cf 
those in the department not directly 
charged with the work of producing the 
figures that are sent out to represent the 
work of the department statisticians. 

The: departmental statisticians will not 
make up their final official estimates for 
more than a month. But from unofficial 
sources it is learned that there will be 
great surprise if the actual yizld falls be- 
low 695,000,000 bushels. valued at $472, 000,000, 
or wpeety $30,000,000 more than the large 
crop of last year. 


Corn Estimate 


Shaws Improvement. 

The corn yield is estimated at 2,250,100,- 
49% bushels, valued at $990,460,000. Last 
year’s yield was 2,244.176,925 bushels vaiued 
at $952,868,801. The condition of the crop, 
according to the last report made by the 


department early in August, since which 
time the conditions have not changed 
much, was 87.3, as compared with 78.1 in 
August of t year, and 83.5 for.a ten- 
year August average. On the correspond- 
ing date of 1902 the condition was 78.7. 

Of oats the American farmer last year 
produced 784,049,199 bushels, valued at $267, - 
661.665. The estimated value for this year 
is $285,000,000. The prices are much higher 
than a year ago, and the prospects § ayp- 
pear to be that they will remain up during 
the period of marketing. 

The average condition of the oat crop on 
Aug. 1 was %6.6, as compared with 89 last 
month, 79.5 on Aug. 1, 1908, 89.4 at the cor- 
responding date in 1902 and a ten-year Au- 
gust average of 82.7. 

Th eproportion of the oat crop of last 
year still In the hands of the farmers is 
estimated at 5.4 per cent of the crop of 
1901 in farmers’ hands two years ago and 
a nine-vear average of 7.4 per cent. 


Nothing to Say 
About Cotton. 


On the subject of the cotton crop the par- 
ticular experts who have to do with it are 
as mum as clams. They remember Sully 
and his operations. Remembertng him, 
they fear that whatever they say may be- 
come the swbject of debate between the 
speculators and the department, and dis- 
putes anud accusations of,using their of- 
ficial positions to influence the market are 
things they desire to avoid. The boll 
weevil in certaMm parts of the cotton terri- 
torv is such a great factor that not even 
the correspondents in the fileid, presumed to 
know what the pest is doing, are able to 
make intelligent estimates. 

It is put forward as a general proposi- 

tion that the yleid this’ year will be less 
than last, when it wae 9,962,000 bales—de- 
artment of agriculture bales. That was 
rom 200,000 to ,000 fewer than the actual 
number of commercial bales. The depart- 
ment makes no allowance for the weight 
of packing, and this accounts for the dif- 
ference between the numbers of bales re 
ported by the department and the nurober 
of bale# actually brought to market. 

The world's disible supply of erg ton 
on Aug. 5, the date of the latest report, 
was 1 800, 458 bales, as compared with 1.- 
601.4%  .bales at a corresponding date 
last year. .Of this the total amount of 
American cotton was 664,458 bales against 
775 42% bales at the corresponding date in 
1902. and of all kinds, including Fast In- 
dian. Egyptian, Brazilian. etc.. 856,000 
against 826,000 bales at the same time last 
rear. *
